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PREFACE 


The  Guide  to  the  County  Archives:  of  Indiana,  of  vihich  this  volumes 
for  7/abash  County  constitutes  a  part,  was  prepared  for  the  primary  purpose 
of  furnishing  officials,  students  of  history,  and  the  citizens  of  the 
community  v/ith  a  convenient  tool  for  their  use  in  consulting  the  county 
records.     It  is  also  hoped  the  information  contained  in  these  volumes  will 
encourage  the  public  in  general  to  take  a  greater  interest  in  better  measures* 
It  is  hoped  the  information  presented  herein  concerning  the  present  housing 
and  care  of  records  and  accommodations  for  person?,  who  may  wish  ^o  consult 
them,  will  prove  to  have  value  for  officials  and  the  general  citizenry. 

The  inventory  of  records  was  made  during  the  period  April  7  to  June  II, 
195G,  under  supervision  of  S.  J*  Kagan,  State  Director;  Earry  K.  "."Illioms, 
District  Supervisor;  and  Roy  M»  Bates,  District  Research  Editor.    The  field 
vrorkers  vrere  Lyle  Jones  and  Bernard  Liechty,  both  of  Fort  Y/ayne.

It  is  the  intention  of  the  editors  to  present  a  complete,  concise  picture 
of  the  records,  in  bibliographical  form>    The  Inventory  is  preceded  with  a 
number  of  introductory  sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts 
forming  the  basis  for  the  records.    The  entries  of  the  inventory  are  carried 
in  consecutive  numbering  for  tho  entire  county,  while  the  departments  are 
arranged  alphabetically.    Yfnere  it  is  applicable,  natural  groupings  under  a 
subject  heading  are  made  within  the  office.    A  cross  reference  index  following 
the  inventory  is  intended  to  help  the  reader  locate  records  with  the  least  effo

'.'.'abash  County,  located  in  the  north  central  part  of  the  State,  is 
bounded  cn  the  north  by  Kosciusko  and  '"."hit ley  Counties,  on  the  eost  by 
".'."hit ley  and  Huntington  Counties,  on  tho  south  by  Grant  and  Miami 
Counties,  and  on  tho  west  by  Miami  and  Fulton  Counties.     It  has. .an 
area  of  425  square  miles. 

Wabash  County  was  an  important • Indian  district  long  before  the 
white  man  settled  in  this  part  of  the  State.    The  Indians  belonging 
to  the  Miami  Confederacy— Twightwoos,  Woas,  Piankashaws,  and  Shookoys  — 
claimed  it,  as  well  as  all  the  rest  of  the  State,  and  lived  hero  after 
they  had  ceded  the  bulk  of  their  lands  to  tho  United  Stat6s  Government. 
The  last  Indian  Reservation  In  Indiana^  s-adr  the  last  Miami  Reservation 
east  of  the  Mississippi  was  located  in  Wabash  County. 

One  of  the  most  important  battles  in  Indiana  between  the  rod  and 
white  man  took  place  at  the  Jocinah  village,  the  largest  Indian  settle- 
ment in  the  county,  which  stood  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississinewa  River, 
near  the  southern  boundary  of  tho  county.    This  occurred  on  December 
17-13,  1812,  during  General  William  Henry  Harrison's  march  on  Fort  Wayne 
and  Detroit. 

After  the  "far  of  131?,  the  Miami  Confederacy  was  completely  crushed, 
and  at  the  Treaty  of  St.  Rary's,  October  2-6,  1818,  ceded  a  large  part 
of  central  Indiana  lying  south  of  the  Wabash  River — that  immense  tract 
known  as  the  Hew  Purchase — which  included  more  than  one  third  of  the 
State — to  the  United  States  Government.    Th^T  stained,  however,  the 
Big  Miami  Reserve,  about  900  square  miles  of  land  lying  south  of  the 
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Wabash,  which  included  the  southern  half  of  what  is  now  Wabash  County. 
The  siso  of  the  Reserve  was  gradually  reduced  "by  grants  for  the  "'abash 
and  Erie  Canal  on  the  north  and  for  the  Michigan  Hood  on  the  west.  In 
1838  and  1840  treaties  further  reduced  the  sizo  of  the  Reserve  until 
it  included  only  the  Meshingomesia  Reserve.    This  tract  of  ton  sections 
existed  betweon  1840  and  1380 — when  it  was  divided  up  among  individual 
Indians — as  a  special  grant  to  the  members  of  the  family  of  the  great 
chief  Metocinyah. 

Although  most  of  the  Indians  in  Wabash  County  were  Miamis  they 
had  formidable  rivals  in  the  Potawatomis,  who  occupied  all  of  north- 
western Indiana  and  were  steadily  pushing  south  and  east.    In  Wabash 
County  they  penetrated  as  far  south  as  Sel  River,  where  many  fierce 
conflicts  with  the  Miamis  were  fought  out.    %  a  treaty  signed  in 
1326  between  the  United  States  Government  and  the  Miamis  and  Pota- 
watomis,  the  latter  agreed  to  make  Eel  River  the  southern  boundary 
of  their  lands.    In  1834  they  sold  all  of  their  lands  in  the  State  to 
the  G o ve r nme nt • 

When  the  first  white  settlers  came  to  Wabash  ^ounty  they  found 
two  Potawatomi  villages  on  the  north  bank  of  Eel  River.    One  was  lo- 
cated just  above  Worth  Manchester  on  what  is  now  the  college  athletic 
fiold  and  the  other  was  near  Stockdalo. 

That  part  of  the  lands  of  Wabash  County  lying  between  the  ".'.'abash 
and  Sel  rivers  was  surveyed  early  in  1327,  and  that  part  of  the  county 
to  the  north  of  Eel  2iver  in  1323.    -I'ho  first  settlements  and  pur- 
chases of  land  were  in  the  vicinity  of  the  "treaty  grounds",  the 
present  site  of  the  city  of. Wabash.    The  only  white  man  in  the  county 


boforo  1327  wer.o  the  millers  and  blacksmiths  who  wore  employed  at  the 
Indian  mill,  whloh  had  beon  in  operation  seven  years;    Lav/is  Davis  was 
the  first  miller,   and  was  succoodod  in  July,  1025,  by  Giliis  McBoan, 
who  romainod  until  September,  1328,  when  Jonathan  Keller  '//as  placed 
in  charge •    lie  remained  until  1830,  when  the  government  abandoned  tho 
mill  0  3  bo  in-;  of  no  farther  value  to  the  Indians. 

Tho  first  permanent  settlement  of  the  county  followed  the  Treaty 
of  1326  when  Samuel  McClure,  Sr.,  brought  his  family  to  the  "treaty 
grounds"  in  January,  1327.    He  was  a  native  of  North  Carolina  and  had 
lived  for  somoti  e  in  Ohio  before  coming  to  Yfabash  County.    lie,  like 
all  the  first  settlers,  lived  temporarily  in  the  cabins  vacated  by 
tho  Indians  and  Commissioners  which  had  boon  built  on  the  "treaty 
grounds."    He  built  a  cabin  of  his  own  and  cleared  15  acres  of  ground, 
but,  upon  learning  that  the  cleared  ground  was  part  of  a  section  re- 
served to  Little  Charley,  the  Miami'  chief,  he  selected  a  site  throe 
miles  below  the  "treaty  grounds".    There,  on  June  10,  1327,  he  started 
to  build  a  cabin  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Wabash,  the  first  settlers 
home  to  bo  built  in  the  county.    A  few  months  later  Samuel  Mc^Iure,  Jr. 
opened  a  trading  store  near  his  father's  cabin.    The  McClures  lived 
here  for  several  years  and  then  moved  to  Grant  County. 

In  "ay,  1817,  Benjamin  Hurst  and  Robert  Yfilson  stopped  temporarily 
at  the  "treaty  grounds."    7.11  son  finally  became  a  blacksmith  at  the 
Indian  Mil;  Eurst*s  final  place  of  settlement  remains  unknown,  -'.bout 
that  time  Joel  and  Champion  Helvie  came  to  look  for  a  new  home.  Cham- 
pion settled  on  the  '."abash  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Salamonio  River, 
while  Joel  built  a  cabin. a  little  farther  up  the  stream.    David  Burr 
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aXs'O  arrived  in  the  spring  of  1327,  and  opened  a  hotel  on  the  treaty 
grounds.    Ho,  with  Colonel  Hugh  Hanna,  bought  the  ground  on  which 
Wabash  no-.;  stands  and  platted  bho  town.     In  the  fall  of  1827,  Frederick 
R,  and  Janes  H«  Kintner  located  on  the  north  side  of  the  Y/abash  Liver 
near  the  mouth  of  a  small  stream  now  known  as  Kintner rs  Crsek.  There 
the  two  brothers  set  up  a  business  of  harness  and  sal-la  raking,  pri- 
marily for  the  Indian  trade.    Among  those  vrho  came  during  the  nezt 
few  years  .vers  Hilton  and  Isaac  "."heeler,   John  Stewart,  a  brother-in- 
law  of  Samuel  .'.'cCIura,  and  the  Lovailyeas. 

V.'abash  County  was  formed  by  an  acb  of  the  State  Legislature  ap- 
proved February  2,  1832,  effecting  territory  attached  to  Cass  and 
Grant  Counties.    The  county  boundaries  as  described  in  this  act  were 
ambiguous  end  a  corrective  act  was  passed  January  50,  1833,  which 
fixed  the  boundaries  as  follows:     "Beginning  at  the  northeast  corner 
of  section  five,   in  tovmship  twenty-f ivs  north,  in  rango  eight  east, 
or.  the  northom  boundary  line  of  the  county  of  Grant,  being  the  south- 
west corner  of  Huntington  county,  running  thence  west  sixteen  miles, 
thence  north  twenty-four  miles,  thence  ea_t  with  the  tovmship  line 
between  townships  twenty-nino  and. thirty  north,  sixteen  miles  to  the 
nortlr.vost  corner  of  Huntington  county,  thence  south  twenty-four  miles 
■with  the  western  boundary  of  said  county  to  the  place  of  beginning." 
(Laws  of  Indiana,  1832-35,  p. 39.) 

The  county  government  was  organized  by  an  act  of  January  22, 
1855,  which  became  effective  the  following  March  1.    The  Governor  of 
Indiana  commissioned  VJilliam  Johnson  temporary  Sheriff  to  hold  the 
first  county  elections  and  organize  the  county  government.  Stearns 
Fisher,  Levi  Boan,  and  Alpheus  Blackman were  elected  Commissioners; 


William  Stoele,  Clerk;  and  Daniel  Jackson  and  Daniol  Ballingor  were 
chooan  associate  judges  of  the  Circuit  Court. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Wabash  County 
was  hold  on  June  15,  1335,  at  the'  home  of  Colonel  David  Burr,  Three 
more  off icials .were  appointed;  Hugh  Banna  was  made  Treasurer,  Isaac 
Thomas,  County  Agent,  and  Isaac  Fowler,  Assessor.    The  report  of  the 
Commissioners  appointed  to  locate  the  county  seat  was  received,  and 
the  only  site  seriously  considered-- the  town  of  Viabash — was  accepted. 
The  proprietors  of  the  town,  Colonel  Hanna  and  Colonel  Butt,  ^trd— 
among  other  inducement s /offered  to  build  a  courthouse  provided  the 
seat  of  justice  was  located  at  '.'.'abash.     The  county  was  also  divided 
into  two  townships:    LaGro  and  Noble. 

The  population  of  "/'abash  County  since  1910  has  fluctuated  some- 
what, but  the  general  trend  has  been  downward.    According  to  the 
United  States  Census  the  population  in  1910  was  25,926,  in  1920  it 
increased  to  27,231,  and  in  1930  decreased  to  25,170. 

There  are  47  manufacturing  establishments  in  the  county  with 
1,584  wage  earners;  the  wages  paid  out  by  these  establishments  total 
$1,678,138,  and  the  total  value  of  their  products  (at  the  factory) 
is  09,230,233. 

The  chief  occupation  of  the  residents  of  the  county  is  agri- 
culture.   Cn  April  1,  1930,  there  were  2,229  farms  in  oporation, 
consisting  of  244,340  acres.     The  total  value  of  the  farm  land  and 
buildings  was  019,274,233. 

Cn  February  17,  1333,  a  strip  of  land  containing  about  forty-two 
square  miles  r/as  added  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  county,  and  the 
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boundaries  were  loyally  defined  as.:     "Beginning  in  the  Miami  Reserve, 
where  when  surveyed  it  will  bo  the  corners  of  sections  1r.ro  (2)  and 
three  (3)  in  townships  twenty-five  (25)  north  of  range  five  (5)  east 
and  corners,  sections  thirty-four  (34)  and  thirty-five  (35)  township 
twenty-six  (26)  North  cf  range  number  five  (5)  east;  thence  north 
twenty-seven  (27)  miles  to  the  corners  of  sections  14,15,  22  and  23  in 
township  number  thirty  (30;  of  range  five  (5)  east;  thence  east 
fourteen  (14)  miles  to  the  corners  of  sections  13  and  24  in  township 
thirty  (30)  north  of  range  seven  east,  and  corners  of  sections  13  and 
19  in  township  thirty  (30)  north  of  range  eight  (3)  east;  thence  south 
three  (3)  miles  to  the  line  dividing  townships  twenty-nine  (29)  and 
thirty  (30);  thence  east  with  the  township  line  two  (2)  miles  to  the 
corners  of  sections  four  (4)  and  five  (5)  in  townships  twenty-nine 
(29)  north  of  range  eight  (8)  east,  and  corners  of  sections  thirty-two 
(32)  and  thirty-three  (33)  township  thirty  (30)  north  of  range  eight 
(8)  east,  that  being  the  north-west  corner  of  Huntington  county;  thence 
south  twenty-four  (24)  miles  to  the  cornors  of  sections  four  (4)  and 
five  (5)  in  township  twenty-five  (25)  north  of  ran~e  eight  (8)  east, 
and  corners  of  sections  thirty-two  (32)  and  thirty-three  (33)  in 
townships  twenty-six  (26;  north  of  range  eight  (8)  east, the  same  being 
the  south-west  corner  of  Huntington  county;  thence  west  sixteen  (16) 
miles  to  the  place  of  beginning."    (Laws  of  Indiana,  1837-38  (local), 
pp.  263-64). 

The  first  courthouse  was  erected  by  Colonels  Burr  and  Eanna,  and 
was  in  use  by  the  fall  of  1839.  It  was  a  brick  building,  two  stories 
ni^h  and  40  feet  square.    As  the  building  was  too  small  to  house  all 
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the  county  officials,  a  toy;  of  one-story  brick  buildings  w^re  erecteu 
nearby,  which  were  occupied  by  the  Recorder,  Treasurer,  Auditor-,  and 
Clerk.     The  courthouse  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  April,  1370,  and  the 
records  of  the  Surveyor  and  Sheriff,  which  were  housed  in  the  building, 
were  lost. 

The  first  session  of  the  Circuit  Court  convened  at  the  home  of 
William  Steele  in  the  town  of  "/abash  on  June  1,  1835.    The  presiding 
judge  of  the  Eighth  Judicial  Circuit,  Gustavus  A.  Everts,  was  absent 
and  court  was  held  by  Associate  judges  Jackson  and  Ballinger. 

The  present  courthouse  was  not  entirely  completed  until  the  summer 
of  1880.     It  is  built  of  brick  and  native  sandstone,  and  is  125  by  118 
feet  in  size  and  75  feet  high.    All  the  county  officials  are  housed  in 
the  courthouse  with  the  exception  of  the  Coroner,  Prosecuting  Attorney, 
and  Highway  Supervisor. 

There  are  seven  townships  in  Wabash  County:     Chester,  Lagro, 
Liberty,  Noble,  Paw  Paw,  Pleasant,  and  Waltz •     The  incorporated  cities 
and  towns  are  North  l&nchester,  Lagro,  LaFontaine,  Wabash,  and  Roann. 
The  county  was  named  from  the  Wabash  River  which  runs  in  a  northeasterly 
direction  through  the  county.

The  county  serves  as  a  unit  for  the  maintenance  of  peace  through  the 
Sheriff,*  the  admin'   oration  of  justice  through  the  judicial  circuit;  the 
administration  of  v..  If  are  work  through  hospitals,  infirmaries'  and  poor  relief 
systems;  the  admin:  ..-tration  of  public  works,  such  as  highways,  buildings,  and 
drainage  systems;  the  imposition  and  collection  of  taxes;  the  holding  of 
elections;  the  administration,  to  a  limited  degree,  of  education;  and  the 
enforcement  of  State  laws  and  decrees  • 

The  General  Assembly  conferred  upon  the  vTabash  County  Board  of  Commiss- 
ioners powers  of  a  local  administrative  character  (l  Indiana  Rev.  Stat,,  1352, 
Ch,  20,  Sec,  1),    A  Board  of  Finance  has  jurisdiction  over  financial  matters 
(Acts  1907;  Burns  61-606  /l261§7)«    The  elective  board,  County  Council  (Acts 
1899;  Burns  26-502  /568£/),  has'  povrers  of  administrative  character  on  budget 
and  tax  levy  matters.    As  a  protection  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  county,  the 
Board  of  Review  was  established  and  re-established  (Acts  1891;  Acts  1919, 
Burns  64-122  /l4205_7)  to  review  and  correct  assessments;  and  later  followed 
the  formation  of  the  Board  of  Tax  Adjustments  (Acts  1953;  Burns  64-304),  The 
record  of  actions  of  the  latter  board  are  incorporated  with  the  records 
affected.     In  1936,  the  General  Assembly  established  the  uabash  County  Board 
of  Public  "welfare  (Acts  1936„  Special  Session,  Burns  52-1117)  with  jurisdiction 
over  all  matters  of  a  charitable  character,    A  Board  of  Turnpike  Directors  was 
established  in  1379  and  abolished  in  1913;  the  jurisdiction  transferred  to  the- 
County  Commissioners  (Acts-  1379,  1913), 

The  constitution  provides  that  the  State  shall,  from  time  -co  time,  be 
divided  into  judicial  circuits  and  a  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  elected 
for  each  circuit  (Indiana  Const,,  Art,  7,  Sec.  11).    The  twenty- seventh  circuit, 
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Wabash  County,  was  established  in  1339  (Acts  1339;  Burns  4-332  /l40o7). 

The  constitution  directs  that  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  people,  at 
the  time  of  holding  general  elections,  a  Cleric  of  the  Circuit  Court,  Auditor, 
Recorder,  Treasurer,  Sheriff,  Coroner,  and  Surveyor  (Indiana  Const.,  Art.  6, 
Gee.  2)f  and  that  such  other  county  offices,  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be 
elected  and  appointed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  (Indiana 
Const.,  Art.  G,  Sec.  3).    In  1399,  the  General  Assembly  prescribed  the  appoin- 
tive office  of  Health  Commissioner  (Acts-  1899?  Burns  26-501  /zQQz/)  to  protect 
and  administer  to  the  health  of  the  people  of  Wabash  County;  in  1919,  the 
elective  office  of  Assessor  (Acts.  1919;-  Burns  64-1101  /l420o7)  to  supervise 
assessment  of  property;-  in  1923,  the  appointive  office  of  Agricultural  Agent 
(Acts  1923;-  Burns  28-4911)  to  further  agricultural  progress  in  the  county;  and 
in  1933,  the  appointive  office  of  Highway  Supervisor  (Acts  1933;  Burns  36-1110) 
to  supervise  construction  and  repair  of  Wabash  County  roads. 

The  administration  of  education  in  Wabash  County  (outside  of  municipal 
corporations)  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Board  of  Education  and 
the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  (Acts  1889,  1911,  1913,  and  1927,-  Burns 
23-702  /65077). 

Between  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  1616  and  the  Constitution  of 
1351,  practically  no  changes  were  made  in  the  form  of  government  in  Wabash 
County.    Following  this  period  to  the  present  time,  changes  were  mainly  enlarge* 
ments  of  the  government,  such  as  creation  of  the  above  offices-.    The  establish- 
ment of  each  of  these  offices  caused  the  beginning  of  separate  records  as 
prescribed  by  the  General  Assembly  under  the  provisions  for  each  respective  office. 

As  each  office  was  created,  the  General  Assembly  prescribed  the  typo  of 
records  which  should  be  kept,  in  many  cases  listing  the  particular  form  of  the 
page.    Vfabash  County  was-  allowed  its  own  form  of  accounting  until,  in  1909,  the 


legislature  established  the  State  Board  of  isocounts  which  formulates, 
prescribes,  and  installs  a  system  of  accounting  and  reporting  which  is 
uniform  for  every  public  office  of  the  same  class  (Acts  1300;-  Burns 
60-202  /12S37/).    Under  this  lav;,  seine  of  the  records  were  combined  to 
eliminate  separation,  duplication,  and  overlapping.    The  law  also  permits 
the  use  of  bound  looseleo.f  records  in  almost  all  cases  where  the  records 
are  typed.    The  quality  of  the  paper  and  ink,  binding  and  rebinding  practices 
are  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  except  that 
a  good  quality  is  asked. 

YJhenever  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  records  for 
any  office  of  Yf abash  County  from  mutilation,  the  Board  of  County  Commiss- 
ioners issues  an  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  copy  and  transcribe 
the  records  for  preservation  (Acts  1877;-  Burns  26-204  /6093/).    Such  records 
so  transcribed  have  the  force  and  effect  of  the  original  record  (Acts  1877; 
Burns  2S-635  /60947). 
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HOUSING  OF  PUBLIC  RECORDS 


The  Wabash  County  courthouse,  constructed  in  1878,  of  brick  and  stone, 
measures  125*  by  118'  by  75',  allowing  1,106,250  cubic  feet  in  space.  The 
building  houses  the  offices  of  Assessor,  Auditor,  Clerk,  Commissioners, 
Recorder,  and  Treasurer,  on  the  first  floor;  Agricultural  Agent,  Sheriff, 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  Surveyor 3  on  the  second  floor;  and  a 
"bum"  room  and  vault  in  the  basement.     It  is  approximately  30/S  fire- 
proof, and  contains  no  fireproof  vaults  for  the  records.    In  April,  1871, 
tho  original  courthouse  burned  but  all  records  were  saved. 

The  Agricultural  Agent's  bureau,  located  in  the  south  central  section 
of  the  second  floor,  measures  24*  by  20'  by  14',  with  two  doors  3'  by 
3^*,  and  two  windows  14'  by  Z%r%  •    The  floors  is  wood,  ceiling  ana  walls, 
plaster,  all  in  good  condition.    The  ventilation  and  atmospheric  con- 
ditions are  good,  temperature  normal,  and  it  is  clean  and  cry.  Along 
the  north  wall,  filing  cabinents  provide  45'  of  boxes  27"  deep,  con- 
taining unbound  materials.     It  is  not  crowded,  allowing  plenty  of  room 
for  expansion.    One  table,  two  desks,  and  three  chairs  afford  good  accom- 
modations  to- users.    All  of  the  bureau's  records  are  housed  here. 

The  Assessor's  bureau,  located  in  the  west  central  section  of  the 
first  floor,  measures  18'  by  16*  by  14',  with  three  doors  7v?T  by  oh' , 
and  throe  windows  8'  by  3'*    The  floor  is  wood,  ceiling  and  walls, 
plaster,  all  in  good  condition.    .The  ventilation  and  atmospheric  con- 
ditions are  good,  and  it  is  clean  and  dry.    Along  the  south  wall,  there 
are  55'  of  shelving,  of  which  45'  are  occupied  with  bound  volumes.  It 
is  not  crowded,  allowing  plenty  of  room  for  expansion.    On  desk,  two 
large  tables,  and  two  chairs  afford  fair  accommodations  to  users.  Ap- 
proximately 55JS  of  the  bureau's  records  are  housed  here,  while  45^

are  looatod  in  the  basement  vault. 

The  Auditor's  bureau,  located  in  the  northeast  section  of  the  first 
floor,  comprises  a  main  and  back  office  (Commissioners  ' ),  and  record 
room.

The  Treasurer  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  ;  ears  and  is  not  eligible  to  serve  more  than  four  years  in  any 
period  of  six  years,     Ee  is  nominated  in  the  primary  and  elected  in 
the  regular  election.     He  is  required  to  execute  hie  official  rend  of 
not  less  than  the  amount  of  money  which  may  come  into  his  hands  at  any 
time  during  the  term.
